of 
neighbors and friends, he was laid 
away in the then beautiful graveyard 
overlooking the winding 
river 
and 
green hills that rise in majesty to the 
west of the city, and over the water 
on the then old dominion of Virginia. 
The birds sang and the air 
was 
laden with 
the fragrance of flowers, 
as file grass was covered over what 
one would think would be the last 
resting place of the departed. 
For years the grasses and flowers 
twined about the grave and no hand 
except a loving one disturbed the spot. 
But time grew on apace and then 
lame a change. 
Family and neigh­ 
bors dead or neglectful visited the 
grave no more. 
But the sand man 
did, and you could ask today the ques­ 
tion. this once loved man, where is 
he? Ask of the winds that strew the 
streets with the ashes of the 
dead, 
ask of the despoilers—Oh, where is the 
you cast to the winds that blow? 
Mr. Editor, you will not receive a 
reply, for God alone can gather the 
ashes together again, which he will 
to on that great day when judgment 
comes to all men. Then what will the 
despoilers say, those who visit the

Pub­ 
lish the name of the individual w’ho 
owns the property where disorderly 
houses are located, lf you know of 
any.

The Lisbon Bank Cashier’s Troubles 


Continue to Figure in 


Court Cases. 
Lisbon, April 27.—(Special).—L. C. 
Laylin, receiver of the First National 
bank of Lisbon, has flied suit in com­ 
mon pleas court vs. the trustees of 
Center township to obtain judgment 
for $600 42, alleging that in June, July 
and August of 3 898 orders signed by 
trustees were issued to various per­ 
sons by the township clerk, aggregat­ 
ing 
the 
above 
amount and 
were 
cashed by the bank. 
When 
Laylin 
took charge 
of the bank he found 
these orders among the assets and a 
short time ago presented them to the 
township 
treasurer 
and 
demanded 
payment. 
The treasurer refused 
to 
redeem the orders, hence 
the suit. 
This state 
of affairs was brought 
about by M. J. Child while cashier of 
the bank and township treasurer. The 
township funds were deposited in the 
bank and he cashed the orders, but 
neglected to make any entries in the 
township books to show that he had 
paid the money as township treas­ 
urer.

HUMANE ACENT 


Miller Investigated Two Cases Yester­ 


day and Served 
Notices. 
Humane Officer Miller web notified 
yesterday by Officer Davidson of an 
old horse 
that had been standing 
on the vacant lot in the rear of the 
Methodist Protestant church for sev­ 
eral hours and had not been fed. The 
animal was owned by a man named 
Duke and he was ordered to take the 
horse out of town. 
Miller yesterday 
investigated 
the 
condition of a horse owned by 
the 
Adams Express company. 
The horse 
was sick and had been worked by the 
company. The agent was notified not 
to work the animal until it was able. 


MRS. LOUISA LEUPKE. 


Humane Officer Miller is doing ev-%, 
erything in his power to enforce th* 
humane laws, but he finds it 
hard 
work, as it is impossible for him to 
be in all parts of the city at once. 
He thinks the practice of abusing 
dumb animals in tho city could 
be. 
materially stopped if every person in 
the city would appoint themselves a 
humane 
agent and report all cases 
of cruelty to him in order that he may 
investigate 
the same and enter a 
charge 
where a conviction is assur­ 
ed. 
By this method it would not be 
necessary for him to be in all parts 
of the city at one time and the peo­ 
ple would have 
the satisfaction of 
knowing that they wore assisting In 
a very good work. Tho humane agent 
is not real anxious for cases, but will 
do his duty and when cases are re* 
ported to him he will see that the of­ 
fender 
Is 
called 
to 
account in a 
hurry. 
The person reporting the case should 
be 
careful to observe 
all persons 
witnessing the cruelty, so that 
tho 
agent may have witnesses when tho 
case comes to trial, if the offender 
stands a trial. Already his work has 
had a good effect in the city, and thoro 
is not nearly as many inhuman acts 
in the city as there were before ho 
was appointed. 
The agent makes his headquarters 
at the 
office of Squire McLane and 
reports will reach him there. 


Death of Charles H. Stevens. 
Charles H. Stevens, aged 50 years, 
died at his home In the W est End 
after an illness of two days. He was 
a packer at Croxall’s pottery and has 
been a resident of East Liverpool for 
13 years. 
He leaves a wife and four 
children. 
Deceased was a member 
of Pottery City Camp, Woodmen of 
the World, and the funeral will be un­ 
der the auspices of that lodge. This 
is the first death that has occurred 
In the local lodge since its organiza­ 
tion. 
Funeral will take place Sunday 
afternoon. Interm ent in Spring Grove 
cemetery.

Colonel ’W illiam Brewer, of the Sal­ 
vation Army, editor in chief of the 
W ar Cry, delivered a m ost interesting 
lecture in die 
barracks of the East 
Liverpool corps, Captain E. S. Niles 
commanding, last evening. 
His sub­ 
ject was “Midnight Rambles Through 
the SlumB ani! Cafes of Paris,” based 
upon h it personal experience during 
his recent trip to th at city. 
His de­ 
scription of slum life in Paris was 
no less a revelation to 
his hearers 
than was his vivid description of the 
Cafes of Death, Hell 
and 
Heaven, 
•three of the most degraded 
Institu­ 
tions in demi-monde Paris. 
Colonel Brewer Is a young man of 
striking personal appearance, a fluent 
and m agnetic talker and utterly de­ 
void of cant. 
He called 
upon the 
News Review 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
and during an hour a call entertained 
the staff with a highly Interesting ac­ 
count of his 21,000- mile trip 
now 
ending. 
He left New York July 15 
last to attend the International con­ 
ference of the Army Iii London as the 
rep resen tat ive 
of the United States. 
A fter that he made 
a tour of 
the 
principal European countries, viewing 
the work of the Army and especially 
interesting himself in the social ques 
tlons of the day. 
He returned by way 
of San Francisco and has spent the 
past month or more in the Western 
mining camps. 
Speaking of the condition 
of 
the 
Army he said It was now In better 
condition than it had ever been. 
In 
this country there are 21,000 activo 
soldiers, while the membership of tho 
Army reaches over 300,000. 
The War 
Cry's Christm as num ber had a circu­ 
lation of over 20.0000. 
Its average 
circulation is 100,000 a week. 
The 
Fourth of July num ber this year will 
be 300,000 copies. 
There are five edi­ 
tions of the paper in the east, one in 
San Francisco and one printed in Chi­ 
nese 
for the Chinese of the Golden 
Gate. 
Asked if the converts of the Army 
were not sometimes of a temporary 
character, Colonel Brewer said: "Even 
if it were only for one day. is it not a 
distinct gain to the 
world to have 
lifted a man for one day? Apart from 
everything else is it not a good thing 
to have 
an organization that Is con­ 
stantly holding up a higher 
moral 
standard among the people? And then 
as an agency for the distribution of 
relief, the Salvation 
Army 
reaches 
places and people that no other o r­ 
ganisation can touch. 
In the 
large 
cities the police rely upon the Army 
to assist them in distributing relief. 
T ake 
the 
Indian 
famine. 
Right 
w here the fam ine is worst the Army 
has a force of 16,000 members. Louis 
Klopscfc, of the Christian Herald call­ 
ed upon the 
Army to distribute the 
supplies raised In this country and 
the Army undertook the work and 
successfully carried it o u t The Army 
ought to be encouraged, because its 
work is to uplift th e people, spiritually, 
morally and physically.

If I had occupied the 
position of chief m agistrate of the city 
of East Liverpool, 
those 
policemen 
would have been hunting a job quick­ 
er than hades 
would have scorched 
a feather. 
I am heartily in favor of 
calling a halt on the desecration of 
graves 
and 
graveyards. 
Tumbling 
skeletons over the 
hillside, 
playing 
football with human skulls, and grind­ 
ing human bones 
into sand, for the 
purpose of turning out mortar, is not 
an elevating and refined pastime, to 
say the least, and the creatures who 
aid in such proceedings, in any man­ 
ner, are not fit to associate with civ­ 
ilized beings. 
It is the bounden duty 
of all good citizens to unite against 
the actions of such fellows and teach 
them a lasting lesson. 
Further, it Is 
a shame to make a base ball ground 
of 
the old graveyard in its present 
condition; and it don't look well to 
see four fellows seated on the tomb­ 
stones, engaged In a game of cards, 
with a monument turned on its side 
as a table. And, further, those who 
make 
it a trysting place, are hard 
up for a corner in which to do their 
sparking.”

Humane Officer Miller is doing ev*v, 
erything in his power to enforce tha 
humane laws, hut he finds it 
hard 
work, as it is impossible for him to 
be in all parts of the city at once. 
He thinks the practice of abusing 
dumb animals in the city could 
be, 
materially stopped if every person in 
the city would appoint themselves a 
humane 
agent and report all cases 
of cruelty to him in order that he may 
investigate 
the same and enter a 
charge 
where a conviction is assur* 
ed. 
By this method it would not be 
necessary for him to be in all parts 
of the city at one time and the peo­ 
ple would have 
the satisfaction of 
knowing that they were assisting in 
a very good work. Tho humane agent

He thinks the practice of abusing 
dumb animals in the city could 
be, 
materially stopped if every person in 
tho city would appoint themselves a 
humane 
agent and report all cases 
of cruelty to him in order that he may 
investigate 
the same and enter a 
charge 
where a conviction is assur­ 
ed. 
By this method it would not be 
necessary for him to be in ail parts 
of the city at one time and the peo­ 
ple would have 
the satisfaction of 
knowing that they wore assisting in 
a very good work. Tho humane agent 
is not real anxious for cases, but will 
do his duty and when cases are re* 
ported to him he will see that the of­ 
fender 
is 
called 
to 
account In a 
hurry. 
The person reporting the case should 
be 
careful to observe 
all persons 
witnessing the cruelty, so that 
the 
agent may have witnesses when the 
case comes to trial, if the offender 
stands a trial. 
Already his work has 
had a good effect in the city, and there 
is not nearly as many Inhuman acts 
in the city as there were before he 
was appointed. 
The agent makes his headquarters 
at the 
office of Rquire McLane and 
reports will reach him there.

Ex-President of Council Peach Tells 
Some Very Plain and 
Startling Truths. 
The writer interviewed Mr. Peach

I am in favor 
of an immediate investigation of this

Why, my dear sir. I have 
known police officers, during the past 
two years, receive absolute orders to 
make 
arrests In this particular case 
of 
the old graveyard, and the said 
officers flunked their duty and failed 
to carry out 
the orders of thefr su­ 
perior officers. 
If I had occupied the 
position of chief magistrate of the city 
of East Liverpool, 
those 
policemen 
would have been hunting a job quick­ 
er than hades 
would have scorched 
a feather. 
I am heartily in favor of 
calling a halt on the desecration of 
graves 
and 
graveyards. 
Tumbling 
skeletons over the 
hillside, 
playing 
football with human skulls, and grind­ 
ing human bones 
Into sand, for the 
purpose of turning out mortar, Is not 
an elevating 
and refined pastime, to 
say the least, and the creatures who 
aid In such proceedings, In any man­ 
ner, are not fit to associate with civ­ 
ilized beings. 
It Is the bounden duty 
of 
all good citizens to unite against 
the actions of such fellows and teach 
them a lasting lesson. 
Further, it is 
a shame to make a base ball ground 
of 
the old graveyard In Its present 
condition: and It don’t look well to 
see four fellows seated on the tomb­ 
stones, engaged in a game of cards, 
with a monument turned on Its side 
as a table. 
And, further, those 
who

It a trystlng place, are hard 
up for a corner In which to do their 
sparking."
